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The Vital Ime.
Among the many pointed and in¬

telligent questions concerning the
half-and-half plan propounded at

yesterday's meeting of the Pastors'
Federation were those which devel¬
oped the thought that too much
money for District needs is or will
be raised under the half-and-half
plan, and the suggestion that in the
best interests of the District its reve¬

nue from liquor licenses should not
he duplicated by the nation. It has
been shown clearly that the "sur¬
pluses'* of the last few years have
been artificially constructed, in vio¬
lation of existing law, and do not j
represent any real excess of revenue
over genuine and urgent needs of the Jcapital municipality. Rut it is also j
recognized that the steady increase
in the already heavy realty taxes and
the possible addition of new taxes

ma}' hereafter result in the raising of
more revenue than the sum equi\a-
lent to one-halt of the capital's an¬
nual needs, in this event it has been
urged in The Star's editorial corre¬

spondence anil it has been suggested
at the hearings before the joint con¬

gressional committee that a surplus
be prevented by omitting the half
million revenue from liquor licenses
from duplication under the half-and-
half plan, thus killing two birds with
one stone.
There are many who agree with

the prohibitionists as to the bad pol¬
icy of duplicating liquor license
money under the half-and-half plan
and would unite with them to elimi¬
nate this revenue from such duplica¬
tion. On the other hand, there is no
other class of Wasliingtonians which
is more clearly interested in mainte¬
nance of the half-and-half plan, thus
modified, than the prohibitionists.
The loss of revenue under prohibi-
tion, which might easily be con-
ceived as bearable by the local tax-

payers if under the continued half-
ar.d-half plan the nation contributed
annually to capital upbuilding a cer¬
tain definite sum. proportioned to
local property taxes, and amounting
to six or seven million dollars, would
loom mountain high as a threat to
the local community of excessive tax¬
ation on other lines, if through de¬
struction of the half-and-half law the
national contribution were reduced
in amount and rendered fluctuating
and uncertain. The local taxpayers
might spare the revenue from liquor
licenses, but they could not spare the
equitable, definite, national contribu¬
tion under the half-and-half plan as
revised and brought up to date.
Projects for moral betterment al¬

ways suffer first when on account of
a shortage in municipal revenue pro¬
vision for meeting some of the city
needs must be omitted. The strong¬
est advocates of a certain definite
and equitable national contribution
toward capital upbuilding should be
those of us who are sincerely con¬
cerned in such moral betterment.
Washingtoniar.s should not be con-

fused as to the vital issue in this dis-
cu'sion. It i' the issue raised by the
House in the last Congress when,
misled into erroneous beliefs by un¬
truths concerning the taxable re-
sources and tax burdens of Wash-
ingtonians. it sought to repeal the
half-and-half law in order to dou- j
ble the present tax burden of
the local community. At the recent
hearings Washington has demon-
strated the falsity of the alleged
facts upon which this belief and this
action of the House were based. In
resisting this unjust and ruin-threat-
enmg attack practically all Wash-
ingtonians stand together. We ought
not to weaken the strength of our
united resistance on the vital issue
by exploiting unduly our individual
theories and "fads" and by wrangling
over minor details.

It is only natural for Villa to re-

The Speakerihip.
There is now before us an exhibi¬

tion of the great change made four
years ago when the office of Speaker
of the House was stripped of all real
power, and its occupant left with
nothing but the gavel in his hand.
Until then the speakership had been
second in importance only to the
presidency. Since then it has pos¬
sessed next to no importance at all.
It would have been quite lost to view
cxcept for the man occupying it. He
has conferred distinction upon it,
rather than it upon him.
The House is assembling at a time

of the utmost gravity. Not two or
three, but many things are pressing
for attrntion. It is a time when not
only every member should do his
duty, but should be aligned so as to

gi\e the country the best that is in
liim. No square peg should be put
into a round hole, no round peg into
a square hole. Every piece of the
l.iachine should be in its proper place.
But what do we see? One of the

most Experienced members, of the

body, its most effective orator, and
one of its most striking and inter¬
esting personalities, assigned to the
duties of a presiding officer, with his
talents limited to exercise over

points of order and to the putting of
motions to adjourn. Could anything
be less logical or less businesslike?
Was ever before so much good legis¬
lative material wasted?
Of course. Mr. Clark can descend to

the floor and speak on any subject
that appeals to him; can record his
vote on any question that comes up;
can make suggestions to any mem¬

ber or any committee on any matter
in hand. But such privileges do not

cancel the fact that, as lie is left by
the present arrangement, he must
"butt in," or wait for an invitation.
Nothing is expected of him on his
own initiative.
Take the ease of preparedness. It

is reasonably certain that had not the
President invited him. Mr. Clark
would not have called at the White
House to discuss the most important
issue of the day. And it so happens
that on that issue Mr. Clark is in
agreement with the President and
public sentiment, while the man who
under the new arrangement is the
leader of the House is in opposition.
This change as to the speakership

was ordered because of the clamor
the democrats had made against what
they called "Cannonism." But that
clamor had also embraced "gag rule";
and yet as to that they have copied
the republicans most faithfully. Why
make fish of one feature of "Can¬
nonism" and flesh of another?

Democratic Preliminaries.
Harmony is a mighty good watch¬

word, and the democrats in Congress
need it in their business. Can they
employ it successfully through the
session? There will be much use for
it in both houses.

In the Senate caucus a start was
made yesterday by the re-election of
Mr. Kern to the majority leadership
of the Senate, it was decided that
one satisfactory term deserved an-
other. The Indiana senator is in
complete accord with the adminis¬
tration, and will be in confidential
communication with the President as

the different questions come up.
Team work between the two is as¬

sured. Moreover, the honor recon-
ferred will probably help Mr. Kern
in his campaign next year for a sec¬
ond term in the Senate. The In-
diana situation is a bit disquieting for
the democrats, and Mr. Kern will
need the help.
Tomorrow, it is expectcd, Mr. |

Clarke of Arkansas will be chosen for
a second term as Vice President pro
tempore.
Some doubt has been thrown about

Mr. Clarke's case owing to his action
in the last Congress on the ship-pur¬
chase bill. He led the democratic op¬
position which defeated that meas¬

ure, and there has been no announce¬
ment of a change of opinion 011 his
part. . Will he oppose the measure

again? It is understood he will have
the chance.
Another very interesting question

is this: Will Mr. Clarke support clo¬
ture? and, if in the chair when the
question comes up, will he rule in
favor of the proposition? It is an¬

nounced that, owing to his wife's ill¬
ness, Vice President Marshall will
not be present when the Senate con¬

venes, and may not be in his place
for some days latert
Mr. Clarke, if presiding, will con¬

front a two-fold embarrassment. As
the temporary occupant of the chair
he will be called upon to rule upon
motions of permanent and far-reach¬
ing importance, and at the same time
to bind his own hands as a member
of the Senate in favor of a ship-pur¬
chase bill possessing the same char¬
acter to which he objected in the last
Congress. For there is a wide-1spread belief that cloture at this time
has particularly to do with passing
the ship-purchase bill.
The House democrats arc consult-

ing behind closed doors, and have
anything but an easy job. With all
the care the committee on commit¬
tees may take, it is certain not to
discharge its duty without inflicting
some pain. Old members will want
advancement and new members a fine
start, and everybody cannot be
pleased.

The Imperii! Meeting at Vienna.
From Berlin is announced a visit

paid by Emperor William to Em¬
peror Francis Joseph of Austria at
the latter's castle in Vienna. The
particular interest in this matter lies
in the fact that it was the first meet¬
ing of the two monarchs since the
opening of the war. The German
kaiser has been so busy on his vari¬
ous fighting fronts that he has not
had time to journey to Austria to
confer with his ally, while the lat¬
ter has been in ill-health and too fee¬
ble to travel himself. The sugges¬
tion immediately arises that there is
some particular occasion for this con¬
ference, and speculation, alwaysspeed/; has already coupled the im-

perial visit with the report that Aus¬
tria. contrary to Germany's wish and
policy, is secretly seeking to make
a separate peace with all o£ the al¬
lies. Such reports are likely to de¬
velop and circulate at any time dur¬
ing a conflict of this character. The
chances are always against their
truthfulness. At any rate, it may be
assumed that if there is any sub¬
stance whatsoever in the suggestion
that Austria is seeking the basis of
separate agreement with the allies
Emperor William will do his utmost,
and probably successfully, in the
course of his visit to Vienna to stop
such a procedure. Austria is in no

position to make peace against the
wish of her powerful ally, without
whose aid she would now have been
crushed under the Russian steam¬
roller.

Peace that relies on a defenseless
condition to shame possible aggres¬
sion into magnanimity constitutes
rather a humble plea. Pcace with
preparedness would constitute an ex¬

ample of forbearance to be proud of.
